Mr. Duff stated that the opening of Concordia Centre for Management Studies drew an 
outstanding response (750 - 800 persons). At his request, the Rector mentioned that the 
immediate impact of the opening was that 30 or 40 persons presented application for 


individual membership. The major attempt to enroll members in the Centre will take place 
after Christmas.

Fund Procurement Committee 
Mr. McNaughton gave the following facts on donations: 
(1) Corporate giving is off about $13,000 compared with last year; 


(2) Alumni contributions have increased and exceed last year by a significant 
growth factor; 


(3) Faculty and staff contributions have increased slightly, but are received 
from a small fraction of faculty and staff; 


(4) Donations have not been received from all members of the Board of 
Governors. 


Mr. Duff stressed that corporate giving has been down elsewhere, particularly in 
Quebec. He expressed his appreciation of the help and assistance in the heavy 
workload that the Development Fund Committee has undertaken. 


Operational Services Committee 


Mr. Bourgault summarized a draft version of the Minutes of his Committee's 
meeting of December 5, 1980. He stressed the need for Board members, faculty 
and officials to wear badges at ceremonial functions; it would he a sound 
procedure for any public event. All should be advised that the Municipal Fire 
Code has been tightened. Concordia has reduced its energy consumption by 
34.3%, with a savings in dollars of 47.4%. 


RESOLVED _ that the report of the Operational Services Committee be accepted.

Report of Vice-Rector 
Negotiations with our Architects for the new library are progressing. 
Two identical resolutions were presented, one addressed to the Bank of Montreal and the 
other to the Royal Bank of Canada, designating officers with power to sign for the 
University. 
RESOLVED _ that these resolutions be and they are hereby approved. (Martin, Hemens)

Approval of Senate Proposal 
Following a resolution of (BG-80-10-D10 (Rev.) of October 17, 1980, 


RESOLVED _ that the name of Biophysical Education be changed to "The Department of 
Exercise Science". (O'Brien, Breen) 


Motion carried unanimously. 
Amendments to the By-laws of the University 
After the Secretary read aloud the three resolutions from BG-80-9-D9, it was, 


(1) RESOLVED that Section XI, Article 35 (11) be amended to read: "The Faculty of 
Engineering and Computer Science". 


(2) RESOLVED that By-law Section XII, Article 36 be amended to read as follows: 


"The Senate of the University shall be composed of fifty-nine (59) 
persons, thus: 


(a) The Rector, who shall be the Chairman; 


(b) The two (2) Vice-Rectors, Academic, who shall be 
Vice-Chairmen; 


(c) The two (2) Associate Vice-Rectors, Academic (Planning and 
Research); 


(d) The Dean of the Faculty of Commerce and Administration; 

(e) The Dean of the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science; 
(f) The Dean of the Faculty of Fine Arts; 

(g) Three (3) Divisional Deans of the Faculty of Arts and Science; 
(h) The Provost of the Faculty of Arts and Science; 

(i) The Dean of Graduate Studies; 


(j) Four (4) Professors from the Faculty of Commerce and 
Administration; 


(k) Four (4) Professors from the Faculty of Engineering and 
Computer Science; 


(1) Two (2) Professors from the Faculty of Fine Arts; 


(m) Seventeen (17) Professors from the Faculty of Arts and 
Science; 


(n) Two (2) Undergraduate Full-time Students from the Faculty of 
Commerce and Administration; 


(o) One (1) Undergraduate Full-time Student from the Faculty of 
Engineering and Computer Science; 


(p) One (1) Undergraduate Full-time Student from the Faculty of 
Fine Arts; 


(q) Six (6) Undergraduate Full-time Students from the Faculty of 
Arts and Science; 


(r) One (1) Undergraduate Part-time Student from the Faculty of 
Commerce and Administration; 


(s) One (1) Undergraduate Part-time Student and from the Faculty 
of Engineering Computer Science; 


(t) One (1) Undergraduate Part-time Student from the Faculty of 
Fine Arts; 


(u) Four (4) Undergraduate Part-time Students from the Faculty of 
Arts and Science; 


(v) Two (2) Graduate Students." 


(3) RESOLVED that the By-laws of Concordia University be amended to replace 
By-law Article 2, Section 11, by the following: 


"Article 2 


The seal of the University shall be circular in shape and shall 
encircle the Coat of Arms of the University with the words 
'"UNIVERSITE CONCORDIA UNIVERSITY’ inscribed around the 
lower half of its circumference." 


All three foregoing resolutions were simultaneously moved and seconded. 
(Hemens, Bourgault) 


Motion carried unanimously. 
Tis Presentation Concerning the Proposed Flag 
Mr. B. Queenan continued the presentation on a proposed flag begun last meeting. He 
pointed out, by way of examples, that the University could use a flag to fly ona 
University flag pole, for sports events, ceremonies, to be draped in the lobby, for a 


laying-up of the colours. After a brief discussion, 


RESOLVED _ that further discussion on the flag would be referred to the Graduation Ceremonies 
Committee chaired by the Chancellor. (Hemens, Breen) 


Two Board members suggested that experts on design from the Faculty of Fine Arts 
might be consulted. 


The motion was carried.
